Great Inventor Embarrassed by Telegrams read at 


Investigation This Afternoon 


New York, April 25.—Ernest Gill, a 


"donkey cnQincman" on the Lnyland 
liner "California," who stopped off in 
New York on his way from Boston to 
Washington to testify before the sen- 
ate committee Investigating the Ti- 
tanic horror, declared here today that 
the White Star liner's signals of dis- 
tress were seen on the Leyland liner, 
which was but a few miles away, but 
were ignored by Capt. Stanley Lord. 
Gill said that hc would swear to the 
truth of this charge upon his arrival 
in Washington.

who risked eierything on the field 
of battle to save the nation In the 
hour ot Its direst need, we owe a debt 
which has not been and should not 
be computed In a begrudging or parsl 
monious spirit.
